SCENE OF CONFLICT 


New York. June 14 —Col, Theodore 
Roosevelt started for Chicago late to­ 
day to lead the fight for his nomina­ 
tion at the republican convention. He 
left on the Lake Shore Limited at 5:30 
p. rn. aud is due In Chicago Saturday 
at 4 p. rn. 


'I he Colonel said he was going in 
response to a unanimous demand of 
the Roosevelt delegates that he come, 
not as a candidate, but because fin 
Hie time being I stand as represent­ 
ing the principles for which the rank 
and tile of tile republican party have 
overwhelmingly decided in the states 
where they have an opportunity to ex 
press their wishes at prim aries.” 
The Colonel announced iiis decision 
to start tor the political storm cen­ 
ter and take personal charge of the 
fight for delegates shortly after mid­ 
day, making a verbal statement at 
ttie Outlook office. During the fore­ 
noon he was besieged with inquiries 
as to his intention. 
He had been non- 
commital up to that time. The fact, 
however, that the former President 
had motored up from Oyster Bay ear­ 
ly in the morning, 
accompanied 
by 
Mrs; Roosevelt, with baggage aboard 
the machine, gave rise to expectations 
that he had decided to go and the 
announcement did not cause surprise.
